DETAILED ACTION 

1 . Applicant's election with traverse of Group I, claims 1-4 and the species of example 
LXXXIV as set forth at page 60 in Paper No. 5 is acknowledged. The traversal is on the 
ground(s) that the inventions as set forth for restriction purposes each possess the benzofiirano-2- 
one building block and are therefor linked by a single inventive idea. This is not found persuasive 
because Group VI and VII colorants possess functional groups which render them patentably 
distinct. Groups II, IV V and VII process claims are patentably distinct in that the product of 
Group I could have been made by a materially different process as is elaborated upon in the 
restriction requirement, pare no. 4. 

The requirement is still deemed proper and is therefore made FINAL. 

2. Claims 3-15 are withdrawn from further consideration pursuant to 37 CFR L 142(b), as 
being drawn to a nonelected invention or species, there being no allowable generic or linking 
claim. Applicant timely traversed the restriction (election) requirement in Paper No. 5. 

Claim Rejections - 35 USC § 112 

3. The following is a quotation of the second paragraph of 35 U.S.C. 1 12: 

The specification shall conclude with one or more claims particularly pointing out and 
distinctly claiming the subject matter which the applicant regards as his invention. 

4. Claims 1 and 2 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 1 12, second paragraph, as being indefinite for 
failing to particularly point out and distinctly claim the subject matter which applicant regards as 
the invention.
